Mat it please your Lordships, 

In submitting our Sixty-fourth Annual Report we propose to adhere to the arrange- 
ment of subjects adopted in the Report of last year. 

(1.) Voted Services, i.e., services for which provision is made by vote of 
Parliament. 

(2.) Light Railways and Tramways. 

(3.) Non-voted Services, i.e., services provided for from other sources than 
Parliamentary votes. 

(4.) Loans. 

A general statement of the duties of the Board will be found on page 20 of this 
Report. 

We proceed to submit some observations on some of the more important subjects 
included iu each of the four divisions above set forth. Details will be found in the 
Appendices. 


I. — VOTED SERVICES. 

Under this head of our duties, comprising the services which are created by x. — Voted 
or maintained from, annual votes of Parliament, the accounts record the following Services, 
net expenditures on each to 31st March, 1896, and the second column shows 
the net expenditure on the same votes for the preceding year 1894-95 : —

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Royal Dublin Society Lecture Theatre. — The work on this building, which is tein» 
erected partly at the expense of the Treasury, and partly at that of the Royal Dublin 
Society, progressed considerably during the year- under report. Its completion will 
however, be delayed by the strike which commenced in May of the present year. ’ 

The Theatre will form part of the group of buildings connected with old Leinster 
House, which comprises the Science and Art Museum, the National Library and the 
Natural History Museum Offices. It was designed by Sir Thomas N. fleane and 
Son, of Dublin, who were originally selected in competition as Architects for the Museum 
and Library. The Contractors are Messrs. Bolton and Sons, of Ratkmines, Dublin. 

The site, part of which is the ground occupied by the old Theatre of the Society 
is very irregular in shape, and rendered it difficult to provide a building givino- the 
necessary accommodation. The design and arrangement adopted will, however? seat 
about GOO. The accommodation is distributed over ground floor or pit and a lower 
and upper gallery, the lower gallery providing the best seats. 

The Theatre will be 40 feet high from floor to ceiling. The internal dimensions of 
the Auditorium are 67 feet from north to south, and 58 feet 9 inches from east to 
west. 

The building is of horse-shoe form, and between the ends of the horse-shoe, to the 
west of the Theatre at each side of the stage, are the offices. These are located in the 
grouud and first and second floors, and comprise Lecture Preparation Rooms, Labora- 
tories, Photograph Rooms, &c. The basement under the stage and offices contains 
the Boiler House, Coal Store, and Engine and Dynamo Room. 

The stage, which will be used for musical recitals, &c., is 18 feet f> inches wide, and 
can be cut off from the Theatre by a falling screen or shutter, which will he available 
as a diagram board for lectures, and for receiving the projections of magic lantern 
pictures. The lecture table will stand in front of the diagram board, and it is contem- 
plated to provide a sliding platform or rising floor, so that the space between the 
permanent part of the stage and the lecture table can be filled up, the stage thus 
projected some 9 feet into the Theatre. 

There will be an organ chamber on the south side of the Auditorium. 

The Theatre will receive daylight from the top by a side-lighted lantern, 22 feet in 
diameter, placed over the centre of the Auditorium. The lantern will be so arranged 
that the Theatre can be entirely darkened by a movable ceiling. The electric light 
will be used for artificial lighting. 

The entrance is under the portico to the south of Leinster House, and through an 
entrance hall 26 feet by 37 feet. The principal seats will be approached by a grand 
staircase running down the centre of the hall. 

There will be a smaller staircase leading to the upper gallery. The ground floor or 
pit seats will be entered through an archway to the right of the grand stairs below the 
cross lobby. 

The whole of the building will be heated and ventilated by air driven in, hot in 
winter and cold in summer, by an electrically moved fan placed above the ceiling ot 
the Theatre, the vitiated air being extracted by another fan placed in a chamber 
below the principal tier of seats. 

The roof is for the most part flat, and is covered with copper. It will afford a flat 
space for various scientific operations which the smallness of the site would otherwise 
render difficult or impossible. 

A plan of the building is annexed. 


NATIONAL SCHOOLS, &c. 

The following is a statement of our relations with ordinary National Schools and 
Teachers’ Residences forming part of the system of National Education. It will be 
seen that in so far as it refers to grants towards the erection and the maintenance 0 i 
such buildings it falls under the division of voted services, but for completeness and 
convenience of statement we have included references to assistance given by means 
of loans. 

Such schools are of three kinds : — 

1. Non-Vested Schools. _ . . 

2. Schools vested in trustees for the purposes of Education under the Isationa. 

Board. 

3. Schools vested in the Commissioners of National Education. 
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The Board have power under Statute 47 & 48 Yie., cap. 22, to aid in the erection, 
enlargement, structural improvement or purchase of buildings for non-vested schools 
by loan of the estimated cost of the work or purchase. They can only exercise this 
power on the recommendation of the Commissioners of National Education. The 
loans are repayable by an annuity of five per cent, on the amount, which discharges 
the principal and interest in thirty-five years. They are secured by a charge on the 
premises, and by the bond of, generally speaking, three persons. The amount of the 
loan outstanding is called in if at any time during repayment the premises cease to be 
used as a National School. 

Both classes of Vested Schools — those vested in Trustees as well as those vested in 
the Commissioners of National Education — receive aid by way of grant for purposes of 
erection, enlargement, and improvement. The grant cannot in any case exceed two- 
thirds of the estimated cost of the building or other work to be done, together with 
two-thirds of the cost of providing school furniture. A scale based on the° number of 
pupils of either or both sexes to be accommodated regulates, for general purposes, the 
estimate of cost. . The difference between the grant and the total cost is supplied 
by local contribution. The system of grants is not founded upon special statute. A 
sum is voted for the purpose each year by Parliament in the ordinary estimates. 

The duty of determining whether the educational necessities of the locality applying 
for a grant justify such assistance rests with the Commissioners of National Education. 

If this question be determined affirmatively, they forward the proposals for expenditure 
to this Board for investigation from an architectural and financial point of view. If the 
result of this investigation is satisfactory the Board of Works recommend the Commis- 
sioners of Education to make a grant, which in due course is “ sanctioned ” by the latter 
body. 

The distinction between the two classes of vested schools affects the responsibility 
for maintenance. Schools which are vested in the Commissioners of National Education 
are the property of the State. They are periodically inspected by the Board’s architec- 
tural staff, the cost of their maintenance is provided iu the annual estimates, and the 
work of maintenance is carried out by the Board. The maintenance of schools vested 
in trustees is met locally. 

Provision for National School Teachers’ residences is aided by loan or grant. Grants 
are confined to cases where the building to be constructed or purchased is vested or 
intended to be vested in the Commissioners of National Education. A grant may be 
for half the cost of the erection, improvement, or purchase of the residence, but is not 
permitted in any case to exceed £100. 

By the National School Teachers’ Residences Act, 1875 (38 & 39 Vie., c. 82), which 
first sanctioned loans for this purpose, advances by way of loan were confined to 
residences for the teachers of non-vested schools. By later statutes (42 & 43 Vic., c. 
74, and 47 & 48 Vic., c. 45) the provisions of the earlier Act were extended to National 
Schools vested in the Commissioners of Education or in trustees. 

The sum to be lent is limited to £250. No loan can be made unless the residence is 
vested in a trustee or trustees, and thus dedicated to the purpose of providing a home 
for the teacher. If it is subsequently diverted from this purpose the outstanding 
amount of the loan is recalled. Loans for teachers’ residences are secured and repayable 
in the same manner and within the same period as loans for non-vested National 
Schools. 

The maintenance of residences vested in the Commissioners of National Education 
is attended to by the Board, that of residences vested in trustees is met locally. 

In all cases both of schools and residences where a portion of the cost is provided 
locally, no advance is made until work has been done to the value of the local con- 
tribution, plus a certain proportion of the loan or grant. When the Board have 
ascertained by a report after inspection from their Architectural officer that work to 
such an amount has so far been satisfactorily executed, an instalment of the loan or 
grant, representing the value of the work done in excess of the local contribution, is 
issued. As the work proceeds, inspections and reports are made and further sums issued 
at foot of loan or grant in respect of the additional work done. The principle regu- 
lating these issues (and indeed all advances for works) is that the Board always retain 
in their hands enough of the loan or grant to complete the work in hand. 

No grant can be made for school or residence unless the site is assured free of 
rent or at a nominal rent for a term of at least sixty-one years or for three lives 
and thirty-one years concurrent. 
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Grants for National Schools. — The provision made in the Estimates of 1895-6 for 
grants in aid of the erection or improvement of National Schools was £30,000. As 
we have pointed out in previous Annual Reports the probable expenditure on this 
service is extremely difficult to forecast owing to the uncertainty as to when 
managers would set to work to erect the buildings for which the National Education 
Commissioners had sanctioned grants, the rate at which the works would be proceeded 
with, and consequently the date at which, and the extent to which the liability of this 
Board for payment of the grant would accrue. 

The annual expenditure, therefore, as shown by the following Table, has been 
extremely uncertain, and while there was an excess on the Vote of £11,472 in 1884, 
there was an under-expenditure of £12,669 in 1890 : —

With a view to remedying this defect we have been for some time in consultation 
with the National Education Commissioners, and during the year changes were made 
in their Regulations which will, we believe, have the desired effect. 

In the year under review, however, owing to the accumulation of liabilities in the 
past, and to the fact that several of the schools in course of erection were situated in 
large towns where works are pushed on with greater expedition than in the country, 
claims for payment of grants reached the total provision of £30,000 before the month 
of November. In order to prevent inconvenience to managers and contractors we 
therefore applied to your Lordships for permission to use part of the savings on the 
Tote for Public Works towards meeting the excess demands, and in this way an addi- 
tional sum of £6,000 was expended in January and February, 1896. As there were 
still large claims waiting over, your Lordships authorised us to apply an additional 
sum of £4,000 out of savings during the financial year, so that the total expenditurc- 
on this item reached the sum of £40,000 during the year. An arrangement has been 
made by which, with a view to equalising the provision in the next three years, the 
total provision for those years shall be £110,000, that is to say, £40,000 per annum 
for three years, minus an excess of £10,000 advanced in the financial year 1895-96. 


KILLYBEGS HARBOUR. 

The original plan for the extension of a railway from Donegal to Killybegs, under 
the Light Rail way Act of 1889, as deposited with this Board, did not bring the line 
down to the water’s edge. At the inquiry held by the Board’s Investigator a suggestion 
was made that this should be set right, and the scheme finally approved provided or 
the change of plan. 
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The railway station is formed on what was previously the foreshore of the Harbour. 
The effect of this was to fill up the space formerly occupied by tidal water on one side 
,-.f the small pier then existing at Killybegs, leaving only the other side available, and 
one half of the pier accommodation at Killvbegs. such “as it was, was thereby taken 
away. 

The original pier was private property, and it was necessary for the railway company 
10 acquire it before they could make their station. Some compensation was nai l to the 
owner, but nothing was possible to remedy the loss and inconvenience caused to the 
trade of the district. 

There was no power to expend on pier extension any part of the funds made available 
for railways by the Act of IS 89, and it was decided by the Government to leave over 
the question of the building of a pier until it should be seen how trade, especially the 
fehing trade of the district, would develop in consequence of the railway extension. 
The practical effect of this step, however, was to retard the development of the fishing 
tinde. as there were no adequate facilities for the landing and railing of fish. For a 
long time no progress was made with the promotion of the pier, owing to the difficulty 
of procuring funds, as the provisions of the Fishery Piers and Harbours Acts were not 
applicable. 

In these circumstances, in view of the proved necessity of a pier for the purp -se of 
tally developing the trade of the district, and completing the benefit bestowed upon it 
k the railway extension, the Government, in 1895, decided that £10.000 should be 
provided for a pier, of which £3,400 was to be contributed by the Congested Districts 
Board, and £6,600 from votes of Parliament. As the pier would not be a fishing pier 
pare and simple, it. was not possible to proceed under the Fishery Piers and Harbours 
Acts, and it was necessary that a Harbour Board should be established and a Provisional 
Order promoted before the Board of Trade. The necessary steps were taken, and the 
Provisional Order, having been approved by the Board of Trade, is now before Parlia- 
ment for confirmation in the Piers and Harbours Provisional Orders Bill No. 4. The 
Provisional Order enacts that there shall be seven Harbour Commissioners, 
who shall be, in the first instance, the Most Rev. the Bishop of Liaphoe. Mr. F. W. Pim, 
Piev. W. S. Green, M.A., Inspector of Fisheries, the Chairman and Vice- 
Chairman of the Donegal Railway Company, Mr. Arthur Brooke, and Lieu- 
tenant Phillips, R.N. These Commissioners are to hold office until September of the 
third year following the passing of the Act and their successors will hold office for 
three years, three of them being appointed by the Chief Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant, 
two by the Donegal Railway Company, and two by election of the Parliamentary electors 
of the Electoral Division of Killvbegs. 

Subject to such variations as may be agreed upon, the works proposed in the Order 
consist of : — 

(1.) .A pier, to commence by a junction with the south end of the existing pier 
in the town of Killybegs, extending therefrom for a distance of 80i» M-t or 
thereabouts in a south-easterly direct ion over the foreshore and bed of Killvbegs 
Harbour, and terminating at a point in Killybegs Harbour 1,200 feet or there- 
abouts from the north-east corner of Sea view Quay at Killybegs. 

(2.) A branch or spur viaduct 166 feet in length or thereabouts, com- 
mencing on the foreshore of Killybegs Harbour at a point distant in a north- 
easterly direction, measured from the centre of the existing pier, of 112 feet 
or thereabouts, and terminating by a junction with pier No. 1 at a distanee^ot 
127 feet from the same point measured along pier No. 1. 

The entire pier and branch is to be constructed as an open work. 

The schedule of rates authorised to be charged is the schedule adopted in a former 
Provisional Order relating to Killala Harbour, but all vessels belonging to or hired by 
the Congested Districts Board, Ireland, or employed exclusively in their service, ana 
allgoods and merchandise, the property of that Board, are exempted from the authorised 
dues. The income of the Harbour is to be applied : — 

(1.) in paying the expenses of maintenance, &c . ; 

(2.) in making any addition, extension, or improvement of the works, or in pro- 
viding a reserve fund for such purposes. 

sum of £4,500 is provided in the Estimates for 1896—7 , which, with a proportionate 
contribution from the Congested Districts Board; is available for proceeding with the 
*orks during the year. Considerable progress has already been made. 

B 
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II.— LIGHT RAILWAYS AND TRAMWAYS. 

Tramways and Light Railways under the Acts of I 860 to 1895. 

Our Report of 1894 contained a full statement of the operation of these Acts and 
of the history of railway progress in Ireland so far as it is affected by State or local 
aid. The work for which assistance was provided under the Tramways Act cf 18*3 
and the Light Railways Act of 18S9 is now completed. For convenience of reference 
however, we desire to state succinctly the main object of each of the Acts passed 
on this complex subject from 1860, so far as they affect this Board. 

I. The Tramways Act of 1860 (23 & 24 Vic., c. 152). — This Act dealt mainly with 

procedure. It made no provision to enable either the local authorities or the Treasury 
to aid financially the construction of railways. It imposed on us the duty of inquiring 
into “ the merits of the undertaking.” ° 

II. The Tramways Act of 1861 (24 & 25 Vic., c. 102). — This Act was also confined to 
matter of procedure, and had no financial provisions bearing on the local authority 
or the Treasury. 

It restricted (as. 6 & 7) the inquiry by the Board into the merits of- the undertakings 
to engineering questions. 

IIT. The Relief of Distress Amendment Act, 1880 (43 & 44 Vic., c. 14), empowered 
the Treasury to lend on special terms, on the security of a baronial guarantee, for the 
construction of lines specified iu a schedule to the Act. 

IV. The Tramwaya and Public Companies (Ireland) Act, 1883, enabled Grand Juries 
to charge baronies or parts of baronies in perpetuity, or for a period, with interest 
not exceeding 5 per cent., on the capital required for the construction of Tramways 
or Light Railways (Sec. 1). The effect of the presentment affecting this charge (when 
confirmed by Order of the Lord Lieutenant in Council) was twofold — (1) it bound ihe 
districts charged to make good the ascertained half yearly deficiency in the net 
receipts to the amount of such interest ; (2) it also rendered the districts chargeable, 
under certain circumstances specified in the Act, with the payment from time to time 
of such sums as might be required for completing, working, or maintaining the 
undertaking. 

It further enabled the Treasury to repay the district half the amount duly paid by it 
under the guarantee given by Sec. 9, provided — (1) that the line was maintained in 
order and used for traffic ; (2) that the Treasury payment should not exceed 2 per cent, 
on the capital guaranteed. 

The liability of the Treasury was limited to an annuity of £40,000 per annum. 

V. The Light Railways Act, 1889, enabled the State to aid the construction of Light 
Railways by — (a) a capital sum, which might be a grant or loan, or partly one and partly 
the other ; (6) an annual payment ; (c) capital sum and annual payment combined. 

It rendered this aid available for such railways as the Lord Lieutenant in Council 
might from time to time declare to be desirable between certain places for the develop- 
ment of fisheries and other industries, and to require (owing to the circumstances of 
the district) special assistance from the State for their construction. 

The State assistance was to be derived — (a) from the unappropriated balance of the 
annuity of £40,000 given by the Tramways and Public Companies Act, 1883 ; ( b ) from 
a capital sum of £600,000 to be provided by Parliament; (c) from an additional annuity 
of £2,000. The adjustment of the two forms of aid, annual payment and capital sum, 
so as not to exceed the limits of the Treasury assistance already stated, was directed to 
be made on the basis of 3 per cent. 

The Act was to apply only — (a) where the promoters of the Light Railways are an 
Irish Railway Company having a railway open for traffic ; or (6) where the promoters 
have made an agreement approved by the Treasury for the maintenance, management, 
and working of the Light Railway by such Railway Company ; or (c) where a baronial 
guarantee was given for the payment of dividends upon a portion of the capital 
pursuant to the provisions of the Act of 1883. . . i 

VI. The Railways (Ireland) Act, 1890, was passed for the purpose of enabling specia 

sessions to be held to consider certain Railway schemes mentioned in the rirs 
Schedule to the Act. , . 

Section 5 of this Act authorized the construction of a railway other than ate 
railway under any agreement made by the Treasury with a Railway Company un e 
Sec. 4 of the Act of 1889. 
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VH The Transfer of Railways (Ireland) Act, 1890, gave powers for the transfer to 
and vesting in a Railway Company of any undertaking that had obtained a present- 
ment under the Tramways (Ireland) Acts. 

It provided that baronial guarantees were to remain in force, and the Railway 
Company to which the transfer might be made was authorized to issue baronial 
ouarantced shares, and themselves to guarantee punctual payment of dividends ; or in 
lieu of such shares, to create and issue debenture stock equal in amount to the 
guaranteed stock, the Company being regarded as the holder of the guaranteed stock 
unissued and entitled to receive the dividends thereon. 

Section 17 of the same Act gave power to the promoters of any light railway with 
whom the Treasury had made an agreement to enter upon any land which they were 
authorized to take on depositing in the Bank of Ireland such sum as may be certified 
to be proper by a valuer appointed by the Board of Public Works. 

YIIL The Public Accounts and Charges Act, 1891, enabled the permanent annuities 
created under the Act of 1889 to be capitalised, and the equivalent sum borrowed from 
the National Debt Commissioners to be repaid by temporary annuities. 

IX. The Light Railways (Ireland) Act, 1893, sanctioned an increase of the annuities 
authorized by the previous Acts by further annuities to the amount of £5,000.

SIXTY-FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE

This division of our duties comprises a variety of services placed under our control 
or management in pursuance of several Acts of Parliament. Though numerous some 
of them are of only casual occurrence, and therefore do not form the subject of any 
special remarks, -with the exception of the case of the Suck Drainao-e, the Law 
Library, and National Monuments. 

River Suck Drainage. 

In our last Annual Report wo gave an account of this Drainage District, and 
stated that the final award was then in course of preparation. The award was finally 
completed on the 22nd October, 1S95, and enrolled on that date in the Consolidated 
Record and Writ Office of the High Court of Justice. By the award the total 
amount of the occupiers’ annuity which is payable for 40 years is the annual sum of 
£3,013 125. 'Id. representing a capital sum of £65,969, Is. Q>d., while the amount of 
proprietors’ annuity is the annual sum of £3,189 15s. 8c?., representing a capital sum 
of £70,884 Is. 5 d. In addition to this annuity the proprietors are also liable for the 
payment of maintenance rates during the currency of the annuities — that is for -10 
years. We explained in our last Annual Report how the occupiers’ and proprietors’ 
annuities were arrived at, and we therefore need only here repeat that the occupiers 
annuity is the estimated annual increase in the value of the lands attributable to the 
Drainage works. The occupiers, therefore, for the payments made by them receive an 
equivalent annual benefit, and those payments terminate in 40 years. The proprietors’ 
annuity, on the other hand, represents an entirely infructuous outlay for which the 
proprietors receive no equivalent, while in addition to it they have, as before stated, to 
meet the charge for maintenance. 

In addition to the two capital sums above referred to, there was also spent upon this 
Drainage District a sum of £50,000 advanced by Parliament by way of free grant 
under the River Suck Drainage (Provision of Funds) Act, 1890, and also a sum of 
£13,000 secured in accordance with the provision of the River Suck Act, 1889, upon 
the County Cess of the Baronies and Townlands in the contributory area. The reasons 
for the excess of expenditure were referred to in our last Report. 

We have now only to add that the Final Award covers some 1,900 occupiers and 
126 proprietors. In many cases the sums due by the occupiers are extremely small, 
particularly in the case of some of the joint tenancies. 

The first half-yearly payment became due on 1st November, 1895, and in the usual 
procedure Receivable Orders were issued to each of the persons liable for payments. 
Up to 1st May, 1896, when a second half-year became payable, the number of 
payments amounted only to 542, and the amount received to £2,147 as against £3,101 
135. Ilf/, receivable. In some cases omission to pay was due to a misapprehension 
of the liability, which was removed by explanation ; but in most of the cases it is clear 
that there was a deliberate, and, in many cases, a combined attempt to evade the 
payment of the sum due. With a view to coping with this movement, we have 
received Your Lordships’ authority to employ a special procedure, and out of about 
1,500 cases which have been recently placed in the hands of a special agent, certificates 
of actual proceedings have been furnished in 900 cases, and the sums due have been 
recovered in 313 cases to the date of this Report. 


LAW LIBRARY. 

The present Library is maintained out of payments by the subscribers to it, and 
consist of two principal rooms, and four small rooms. 

The Board of Works has no responsibility in respect of it beyond, seeing that 
the arrangements made by the Managing Committee do not affect injuriously the 
other buildings of the Four Courts. The rooms are situated in a convenient position 
in the centre of the section of courts and offices forming the Four Courts, but this 
position has necessarily involved difficulties both of lighting and ventilation. The 
sanitary accommodation is just off the principal room, and apart from the question of its 
extent, has always been the cause of complaint both on account of its own ventilation, 
and as affecting the atmosphere of the Library proper. The total cubic capacity of 
the two large rooms may be taken as 60,00u feet ; the number of seats, many of them 
affording the minimum of accommodation and comfort, is about 170. This falls iar 
short of the number of subscribers, and although that number is not an effective 
criterion of the amount of- accommodation practically required, there is a very large 
deficiency both of seats and allowance of air. When the rooms are fully occupied, t ie 
confined space and the atmosphere resulting from the aggregation of so many human 
beings in the confined space, with the disadvantages of the situation above indica > 
must have been injurious to health and detrimental to the transaction of business. 
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In December, 1893, a meeting of tbe liar was held, and, from the reports published 
in the newspapers, it appears that a resolution was passed for the appointment of a 
Committee to enter into communication with the Benchers, the Incorporated Law Society, 
and tbe Board of Works, with a view t.o taking steps for the enlargement and improve- 
ment of the Library, but nothing further was heard of the matter in this Department 
until the Board received, in the ordinary course of distribution of Parliamentary 
Papers, a copy of the Four Courts Library Bill, 1894. In the meantime the 
Bar Committee consulted as Architect Mr. Thomas Drew, President of the 
Institute of Architects, Ireland, by whom sketch plans were, drawn showing 
how. by an arrangement ot the offices of the Four Courts, and the appropriation, for 
the purpose of the Library, of the rooms thus set free, the desired increase of 
accommodation could be obtained. His estimate was that the cost would be about 
£10,000. The Bar then approached the Chief Secretary, and applied for a grant of 
£15.000 out of the Unclaimed Suitors Fund. An Act of Parliament was required for 
this, and the necessary Bill, above referred to, was introduced on the 2nd April, 1S94. 

It will be seen, therefore, that in April, 1894, the nosition of affairs was that a plan 
involving a considerable re-arrangement of the buildings of the Four Courts bad tieen 
wvpareu on behalf of the Bar, and had been generally approved by them and by the 
Judges, and that with a view to carrying it out a grant of money had been obtained 
trow public funds. Although, therefore, tbe execution of the works was left to the 
Board, they were not in a position to consider the means of extending the Library, and 
the mode of utilizing the grant from public funds, as entirely open questions. 
It is unnecessary to say that the Board had no other object or interest than to carry 
out the works in the manner most agreeable to those principally concerned by whom 
tbe Scheme had been prepared and the giant obtained. 

Accordingly, having received a strong representation to that effect from the Bar 
Committee, they asked for and obtaiued the authority of the Treasury to employ the 
Architect called in by the Bar Committee. Detailed plans were then drawn up by Mr. 
Drew, in concert with the Buildiug Committee appointed by the Bar, for dealing with 
the new buildings. The plans necessitated a great many changes in tbe offices of the 
Courts and the appropriation of the Land Commissioners Court, in lieu of which a new 
Court was to be provided in one of the existing rooms of the Library. The Act of 
Parliament left the execution of the works to the Board, but the consent of the 
Benchers and Judges was required to such alterations of the buildings, courts, offices, 
and chambers of the Four Courts as might be necessary. 

The plans were submitted to the Judges and * benchers, and were signed, as 
approved on their behalf, by the Lord Chancellor. Tenders were then invited for 
the three sections of the work, viz. : — 

(1.) Vestibule ; 

(2.) The Library, with Solicitors’ and Conference rooms ; 

(3.) The Sanitary annexe. 

The tenders proved to be much higher than was expected, and in conference with the 
Building Committee it was decided to proceed only with (1) and (2) on plans somewhat 
reduced in cost. The two sections referred to were practically finished before the end 
of the financial year, and the final bills of quantities were being taken out by the 
Quantity Surveyors. Accommodation is provided for about 270 seats, and tbe cubic 
capacity of the principal building is 150,000 feet. 

National Monuments and Ecclesiastical Ruins. 


Advantage has been conferred on this branch of the Board's service by an arrangement 
under which the Royal Society of Antiquaries and the Royal Irish Academy have 
deputed experienced members of those bodies to confer with the Board on the works 
°f preservation required in different parts of the country. The former was repre- 
sented, in 1895-6, by Mr. Thomas Drew, r.h.a., and by Dr. Edward Percival Wright ; 
the latter by Lord Walter Fitzgerald and the Rev. Denis Murphy, S. J. Through this 
arrangement the Board obtain the assistance not only of the delegates just referred 
t° s but also through them of members of the learned societies skilled in the history 
and traditions of each district. Local influence and sympathy are also awakened, 
*hich it is hoped will have the effect of saving Monuments from much of the injury 
resulting from carelessness or mischief. The co-operation enjoyed by the Boaid affords 
a substantial guarantee that the work of preservation which is their sole statutory 
duty shall, without expanding into restoration, be carried out in harmony with the 
design and character of each Monument. 

_^ote. — W e regret to record the death, since the close of the financial year, of the Rev. Denis Murphy. 
He had rendered important services to arclueological research, and his loss will be much ielt on the Consultative

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ADVANCES, REPAYMENTS, AND ARREARS. 


The earliest mention of Public Works Loans to be found in the Abstract submitted 
hr the Board is in connection with the Statute 57 Geo. Ill, c. 34, passed in 1817. ”,j’Sreari’ 
lie total of all loan advances from that date to 31st March, 1896 (with certain loans 
made under special Acts before 1817), is £40,925,739.

This outstanding balance is represented in the books of the Office by 29,782 open 
accounts. The loans are generally in course of repayment by half-yearly instalments. 

The advances to borrowers in the year 1895-96 out of moneys advanced by the 
National Debt Commissioners were £525,686, as against £477,71 S in 1594-95, and 
£417,251 in 1893-94. 

The amounts received in the year were £489,893, in repayment of principal, and 
£274,839 in respect of interest, making together £764,732. Of the latter amount, 
£708,294 was paid to the National Debt Commissioners, and £5G,43S to the Irish Land 
Commission in discharge of principal and interest of loans made out of the Irish 
Church Fund.

The total amount of arrears has increased by £22,311 from £572,859 on 31st March, 
1895, to £595,170 on 31st March, 189G. To arrive at the ti-ue increase, the arrears 
included in the irrecoverable Loans made out of the Church Fund must be added. 
That amount was £1,659, made up of principal and interest arrears. The total arrears 
therefore on the 31st March, 1896, would, but for that operation, have stood at £596.820. 
Eliminating, however, the increase on certain railway loans (£20,363), which cannot 
be arrested, the work of recovering arrears during the year may fairly be regarded 
as satisfactory. It will be noticed from the table that taken as a whole the arrears 
show an actual, though small, reduction, in respect of interest, and that the gross 
increase is on account of principal repayments. 

Arrears on “ Public Works Loans generally” show an increase of £3,893, which is 
accounted for by the non-payment of the annual principal instalment on the Newry 
Navigation Loau (the result of agreement by which the money goes to discharge a 
salvage loan of £15,000 made in IS 90), by arrears on Lagan Navigation Loans which 
are the subject of a special report to your Lordships, and by increased arrears on some 
of the Harbour Loaus, which, in consequence of former reports, it is perhaps unnecessary 
to refer to in detail. 

Public Health Act arrears have been reduced from £],496 to £878, which must be 
considered satisfactory. 

The Land Charges payable by owners show a gratifying reduction of nearly 3 per 
cent., but we regret to have again to call attention to the increase (in this year nearly 
7 per cent.) of arrears on Land Charges payable by occupiers. 

The arrears on Seed Supply Loans under the Act of 1880, which stood at £12,057 
at the commencement of the year, have not been decreased up to the 31st March, 1896. 
but since that date the sum of £800 has been received in reduction of arrears. 
Those under the Act of 1S90 have decreased from £2,517 to £1,987. 

In Appendix L, we give a statement of the Kailway Loans made by this Board, and 
of the amounts now outstanding.

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LEGISLATION IN 1895. 


The principal Act outside the Public Works Loans Act passed during the Session of 
1895 , affecting, the Board, was the Tramways (Ireland) Act, 1895. It provides that 
where the dividend on any share capital of a Tramway Company has been 
guaranteed under the Act of 1883 by a Barony, an Order in Council may, with the 
consent of the Treasury, the Company, and the Grand Jury concerned, provide for 
the redemption by the Treasury of their liability in respect of the guaranteed 
dividend; and it empowers the Treasury to redeem their liability to the Grand 
Jury by payment of the capital sum, not exceeding in any case 33 1/3 times the 
estimated annual amount of such liability. Upon the payment of that sum the liability 
is to cease, but the aggregate amount which can be guaranteed by the Treasury under 
the Act of 1883 shall be reduced by tbe maximum annual amount of the liability 
redeemed. Such redemption is not to affect the obligation of the Companyor any Grand 
Jury as regards the efficient maintenance and working of the Tramway ; and it is pro- 
vided that if the Board of Trade report that such obligation is not fulfilled, thereupon, 
upon a declaration of tbe Lord Lieutenant to that effect, the Grand Jurv shall pay to 
the Crown an annual sum equal to three per cent, on the capital sum paid by the 
Treasury for the redemption of their liability. 

A Bill on the same subject was introduced in the Session of 1894, and passed 
through the House of Commons, but was withdrawn in the House of Lords with 
a view to a further consideration of tbe subject. The object of the Bill was to take 
advantage of the higher credit of the Imperial Government for the purpose of enabling 
the Grand Juries to reduce the capital upon which the guaranteed dividend had to 
be paid, Owing, however, to the recent rise of the prices of all securities, the 
quotations of Baronial Guaranteed Stock have risen so high that it does not appear 
that advantage can be taken of this Act at the present time to produce the desired 
result, except in one or two cases.

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APPENDICES TO SIXTY-FOURTH REPORT OF THE [1895-96. 


General Statement as to the Duties op the Board. 

The general scope of these duties may be gathered from the following extract from 
the Report of the Committee appointed in 1870 to inquire into the administration by 
the Board of the services with which it is charged : — J 

“ The variety of those services is veiy great The Commissiouera not only conduct all the 
business which is delegated to two separate Boards in London (namely, the Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Works and Public Buildings, and the Public Works Loans Commissioners), and part of 
that which is intrusted to the Inclosurc Commissioners (9 & 10 Vie., c. 101), hut they also have 
under their charge a considerable amount of work which is not done in Great Britain at all bv the 
Government, such as the maintenance of Inland Navigations, &c. ; they are likewise members of the 
Board of Control for Lunatic Asylums, and of the Board of Control over the Royal Canal. 

“ To be charged with the lending of sums of public money is, of itself, a trust, the importance of 
which it is not easy to overrate ; and when to this is added the control of an expenditure of over 
£200,000 a year ; the care of a large amount of valuable public property ; the interpretation and 
administration of very numerous Acts of Parliament ; and the conduct of much extraneous business, 
some idea may bo formed of the responsibilities thrown on this Board. 

“ Moreover-, the Board of Works occupies a position peculiar to itself. It is the only Department 
of the State which lias under its charge loan operations as well as a large expenditure. In having to 
accommodate local authorities and individuals with capital, which they cannot so cheaply raise in the 
open market, and at the same time keep watch over a public expenditure, the Board has more or less 
conflicting interests to deal with; it has to consult the special interests of localities and persons and 
at the same time to protect the general interests of the public. Its duties, therefore, may at times be 
afteuded with more than ordinary difficulties.” 

Since tlie date of tliat report the duties of the Board have been largely increased 
both by automatic development and as the result of legislation. 

We may particularly refer to the loans authorised by the 31st Section of the Land 
Law (Ix-eland) Act, 1881, under which £928,199 in 11,272 separate accounts has been 
advanced, the Sea Fisheries Ireland Act, 1883, the Ancient Monuments Acts, the 
numerous amendments and extensions of our powers to lend for local and educational 
purposes, and the important duties imposed upon us in connection with the schemes of 
railway extension presented under the Tramways and Public Companies (Ireland) Act 
1883, and the Light Railways (Ireland) Act, 1889. 

Within the same period the duties of the Board have only been reduced by a recon- 
stitution of the Board of Control, of which only the Chairman is now a member, 
though the whole clerical, accounting, drauglitman’s, and legal work is carried on by 
our staff, and by the transfer to the Congested Districts Board of the Sea Coast and 
Fisheries Fund and of the Irish Reproductive Loan Fund, with the exception of £20,000 
which remains under our control. 

In the Session of 1892 several Acts were passed affecting the status of the Board and 
their loan services. 

By the Public Works Loans Act, 1892 (55 and 56 Viet., cap. 61, section 8), the 
Commissioners were incorporated for all the various duties they discharge with 
perpetual succession, and a common seal, with power to hold land, and such incor- 
poration is thereby made retrospective as regards previous contracts or securities. 

By the Ancient Monuments Protection Act, 1892 (55 and 56 Viet., cap. 46 ), the 
Ancient Monuments Protection Act, of 1882, has been extended, and by such extension 
the Commissioners have already become guardians of, and are thus enabled to protect 
and preserve monuments of historic and artistic interest which would otherwise be liable 
to be destroyed or become ruinous. 

By the Drainage and Improvement of Lands (Ireland) Act, 1892 (55 and 56 Viet., 
cap. 65), tenants by agreement with their landlords or by order of the Board can 
promote and carry out Schemes for Arterial Drainage, under the Arterial Drainage Act 
of 1863, and the Acts amending and extending same. 

By the same Acts, Sec. 11, we were given power to apportion charges for Drainage 
Maintenance on portions of lands liable to such a charge. 

T) e Seed Potatoes (Ireland) Act, 1895 (58 Vic., c. 2) permitted the Board during 
the Spring of 1895 to make advances to Poor Law Unions for the purchase of Seed 
Potatoes.

Royal Hospital, Kilmainham . — A new turbine and pump have been erected at the 
Island Bridge Pumping Station, which supplies both the Royal Hospital and the 
adjoining Prison of Kilmainbam with water for non-dietetic purposes. 

The additions to the Infirmary Sergeants’ Quarters have been completed, and con- 
siderable improvements have been carried out in the Quarters of the Master of the 
Hospital, the Commander of the Forces. 

Royal Naval Reserve . — A new magazine has been erected at Galway, and the houses 
for drill instructor and crew have also been completed and occupied. 

A new deck has been fitted to the firing battery at Rosslare. 

Coast Guard Stations . — A new station has been completed and occupied at Union 
Hall, Co. Cork. 

Contracts have been entered into for the erection ot new stations at Wliiteabbey, 
Co. Antrim, and at Roundstone, Co. Galway, and considerable progress has been made 
at each. 

A site has been acquired for a new station at Portmagee, Co. Kerry, and the 
necessary steps have been taken to acquire compulsorily a site for a new station at 
Portmuck, Co. Antrim. 

A new boathouse and divisional carpenter’s shop have been erected at Rathmullen. 

Sewerage systems have been introduced at the stations at Greystones, Co. Wicklow, 
and Ringsend, Co. Dublin. 

Coast Guard Signal Stations . — New buildings have been erected at Malin Head 
Co. Donegal, and at Old Head, Co. Cork. 

Ordnance Survey Department, Dublin. — Mountjoy Barracks . — A new system of base- 
ment drainage, necessitated by the frequent flooding of the basement of the Com- 
manding Officers’ Quarters, a very old portion of the barracks, has been completed and 
an outfall drain to the sunk fence constructed through a deep cutting. 


State and Official Residences. 

Dublin Castle, State Apartments . — The flooring of the whole basement has been 
taken up, and relaid on a layer of cement concrete. The quarters of the Master of 
the Horse have been entirely re-roofed. 

Viceregal Lodge . — The alterations in connection with the new farm, offices, and roads, 
viz. : — the erection of the new Northern Gate Lodge and the construction of a new 
entrance and approach in connection therewith, as well as the diversion of some of the 
existing roads have been carried out. The work of erecting the new byre and stables, 
&c., will be commenced early in the coming year. 


Civil Departments. 

General Valuation Office . — The accommodation of the rere stores and offices has been 
considerably increased, and the construction rendered fireproof. 


Legal Departments. 

Irish Land Commission Offices . — The new offices obtained by raising the roof of the 
present ground floor and first floor rere offices are approaching completion. Six com- 
modious offices, lit from both sides, and two strong rooms, lined with white enamelled 
brick, have been provided. The extension of the hot water heating system to the new 
Record Building has also been carried out. The latter is now complete. 
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APPENDIX (A.) TO SIXTY-FOURTH REPORT OF THE [1895-96. 

Dublin Metropolitan Police Buildings. — New and improved lavatory accommodation 
has been provided to nearly all the Barracks to the south of the Liffey. 

Lower Castle Yard Barrack. — Anew Sergeants’ Mess Room has been constructed. 

College Street and Lad Lane Barracks and Stations . — New drainage has been pro- 
vided throughout. 

Chapelizod Barrack. — The new Barrack which is situated on an eminence adjoining 
the Phoenix Park is now approaching completion. 

Kingstown Barrack. — The additions undertaken to provide increased space and 
ventilation in the cells are complete. 


Royal Irish Constabulary Buildings. — Depot, Phoenix Park. — A new dining room 
has been completed for the use of No. 3 Company. 

Belfast Central Barrack. — New stabling for twenty-eight horses, and other out- 
offices have been completed, and occupied. 


Belfast , Springfield Road.-~ A new barrack containing accommodation for fifty-five 
men and a Head Constable’s residence has been completed, and occupied. 

Cashel. — New cells have been built, and a new sewerage system has been carried 
out. 


Dundrum Central Criminal Lunatic Asylum. — Considerable progress has been made 
with the alterations and additions to the cell accommodation at the male side. These 
consist of the formation of three new day rooms, in addition to a porch, on the ground 
floor, a number of new cells, and the complete fitting of all the cells with the most 
approved design of shutters, doors, and inspection arrangements, the necessary sanitary 
accommodation, including a new water tank, and a glazed corridor surrounding 
three sides of the inner court. The fire extinction installation has also been much 
improved. 


Science and Art Department. 

Science and Art Buildings. — Natural History Museum. — The electric lighting has 
been completed, and the whole building decorated. Arc lamps have been used on the 
upper floor, and incandescent lamps in the galleries and ground floor, the necessary 
current (about 250 amperes) being supplied from the steam dynamos in the basement 
of the Art Museum. 

School of Art. — New sanitary accommodation for the students has been provided. 

Royal Dublin Society. — The new Lecture Theatre is now (31st March, 1896) about 
half completed. 

Royal College of Science. — The improvements to the ventilation and the Physical 
Laboratory and three new assaying furnaces have been carried out. 

National Education Buildings. — Extensive sanitary works are in progress at Clonmel 
Model School. 

Grants in aid of erecting and improving National Schools — see General Observa- 
tions, p. 8. 

Queens Colleges.— The new Physiological and Pathological Laboratories at Belfast 
have been almost completed, and will be fully equipped and ready for occupation 
during the summer of 1896. An important addition has been made to the Chemical 
Laboratory at Galway. 
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Revenue Department. 

Dublin General Post. Office. — The alterations on the top floor are under contract. 
The work includes the extension of the Instrument Room, the provision of new and 
improved sanitary accommodation, new kitchens and dining rooms for the male and 
female staffs, and other minor alterations. 

Dublin Parcels Post Depot. — The permanent electric lighting plant was completed 
early in the year, and has proved most satisfactory. It consists of two Sayer’s patent 
self regulating dynamos directly coupled to two Willan’s patent central valve high 
speed compound engines. The steam pressure is 100 lbs., and the combined efficiency, 
as calculated from the diagrams, 80 per cent., the maximum output being a current of 
200 ampbres at a potential of 102 volts when the speed is 520 revolutions per minute. 
The heating of the building has, with the exception of a few of the smaller offices, been 
carried out by means of the exhaust steam, with hot water radiators supplied from 
feed water heaters. The lattice girder bridge, connecting the depot with the lifts on 
the platforms of the Dublin Junctions and Great Northern Ran way Companies, has 
been enclosed for the better protection of the Post Office Staff. 

Local Post Offices. — A contract has been entered into for the erection of a new office 
and Postmaster’s residence at Portadown, and considerable progress has been made. 

A new Telegraph Office has been constructed at the Cork Butter Market. 

A residence for telegraphists was commenced at Limerick Junction, and is now 
nearly completed. 


Public Gardens, &c. 

The Phoenix Park, St. Stephen's Green Parle , Dublin , the Curragh of Kildare , &c . — 
A refreshment kiosk, with a verandah and enclosure, has been erected near the equest- 
rian statue of Lord Gough, in the Phoenix Park. 

The usual works of maintenance repair in connection with the lodges and other 
buildings, grounds, planting, roads, and fences, have been carried out. 

Depositories for Parochial Records Act, 39 and 40 Vic., c. 58. — Under the provisions 
of this Act inspections of proposed depositories have been made in thirteen cases, and 
reports thereon forwarded to the Deputy Keeper of Records. 


ROYAL HARBOURS. 

A Summary of Rainfall and Tidal Observations at Kingstown, and remarks by the 
Harbour Masters on the Fishing Industry and Trade at the several Harbours, will be 
found in Appendix (G). 

Kingstown Harbour, Co. Dublin. 

A quantity of 100,000 tons of spoil was dredged from the bed of Harbour during 
the year, and deposited at sea. The breakwaters did not suffer greatly by the severe 
storm of last Christmas, and these with the slips, wharves, roads, buildings, and 
piers have been kept in repair. The new shed on the Mail Packet Pier was completed 
during the year within the estimated cost. 

A small extension to the arrival platform on the Mail Packet Pier was earned ont, and 

commencement was made with the preparation of a reserve berth on the departure 
side for one of the new mail steamers, involving the widening of the Pier, sub-marine 
rock blasting, and about 3,000 tons of dredging. 

Her Majesty’s ships, the vessels of the Irish Lights Board and trading vessels were 
supplied with water, and ballast was also supplied to the latter. 
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Howth, Dunmore East, Donaghadee, and Ardglass Harbours, Counties Dublin 
Waterford and Down. 

At Howth 1,700 tons were dredged and removed during the year. At Ardglass 
considerable progress was made with repairs to sea slopes, caused by previous storms. 
They will be completed this year. The works at all the above Harbours have been 
maintained. 


SHANNON DRAINAGE. 

The sluices have been maintained, and handrails put up across them at Killaloe and 
Meelick. The benefit of the recent works at Killaloe was apparent during the past 
winter, Lough Derg remaining two feet lower than in former similar winter floods. 

RIVER MAIGUE NAVIGATION. 

The Collector’s house and the bridge have been maintained and silting removed. 
LOWER BOYNE NAVIGATION. 

Owing to the dissolution of Parliament, the Bill confirming the agreement for the 
transfer of both the Upper and Lower Boyne Navigations to a new Company fell 
through, and could not be re-introduced in the short Session of the new Parliament. 

It was, however, re-introduced in the Session of 1896. Meanwhile considerable 
works have been carried out by the new Company, and a great improvement effected 
in the upper part of the Navigation.

In the case of the Bunkey District a Bill to confirm the Provisional Order has been 
made, and is now before Parliament for confirmation. 

An Act confirming the Provisional Order has been obtained in the Carrigrohane, 
Maglin and Ballincollig District (co. Cork), but the works have not yet been commenced. 

The final award has been made in the River Suck District (counties of Galway and 
Roscommon). 

The total area of land drained or improved in the 57 districts in which final 
awards have been made, is 127,770 statute acres, and the total cost chargeable thereto 
amounts to £904,327. This has been in addition to the works of the 121 districts carried 
out under the Act 5 & 6 Vic., c. 69, and the Acts amending it, between the years 1843 
and I860, on which an expenditure of £2,390,612 was incurred, of which £152,180 was 
for works chargeable on counties; £141,073 a free grant; £1,207,582 remitted; and 
£889,777 made repayable by annuity or otherwise; a total of 266,736 acred was drained 
or improved under the 5 and 6 Viet., c. 89. 

Increased Rents in respect of Arterial Drainage Rent Charges. 

No applications to fix increased rents in respect of improvements were received by 
the Board during the year.

The whole repairs 
have been completed at a total cost of £2,720.

Steps have been taken to transfer the completed works at Greystones, county 
Wicklow, to the county authority. 

Arklow Harbour.* 

The north groyne and south pier (new works) have stood intact since last report, and 
are now in an excellent state of preservation. 

The barge mentioned in last report has been equipped with all the necessary 
applianees for hand dredging, and has rendered good service in maintaining and im- 
proving the depth of water in the river and on the bar. She has also been employed, 
and made some progress, in deepening the area in the river known as the “ Boat 
Harbour,” with the intention of providing a place where the fishing vessels can be laid 
up with safety in the interval between the respective fishing seasons, without obstructing 
the working portion of the harbour. This absolutely necessary work will be continued 
so long as the funds permit.' 


Shannon Navigation. 

The lock gates were renewed where necessary, and the jetties, wharves, towpaths, 
bridges, buildings, buoys, beacons, &c., were maintained in good order. 

County Road Maintenance.

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Main and Thorough Drainage or other Field Works. 

The number of Land Improvement loans sanctioned for works, of which thorough 
drainage forms the principal part, since the commencement in 1847 to the 3 1st March 
in this year, is 8,252, for £3,723,527, and of this number 26, for £6,730 were annrovpd 
during the year ended 31st March, 1896. ’ ™ 

Planting for Shelter. 

Since the passing of the Act 29 and 30 Vie., c. 40, under which advances are made 
for this purpose, . 125 loans, amounting to £28,050, have been made. No loans were 
sanctioned for this purpose during the current year. 

Farm Buildings. 

Under this head 3,369 loans have been sanctioned since the passing of the Act 13 
and 14 Vic., c. 19, the amount being £1,243,020. This includes 173 loans, for £29,660 
approved during the past financial year. 

Dwellings for Agricultural Labourers. 

For this class of work the number of loans sanctioned since the passing of the Act 
23 Vic., c. 19, which first authorised such advances, is 779, for £355,064. 21 of which, 
amounting to £4,410, were approved in the year. 

Under section 19 of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, we have power to make 
advances to tenant farmers, who, pursuant to the injunctions of the Irish Land Com- 
mission, and as a condition attached to the fixing of a “ fair rent,” proceed to erect 
labourers’ dwellings on their holdings. Such tenants are deemed to be persons to 
whom a loan may be made under the Landed Property Improvement (Ireland) Acts, 
for the improvement or building of dwellings for labourers, as if such persons were 
owners within the meaning of the Act 10 Vic., c. 32, sec. 7. One loan for £80 
was sanctioned under this section within the - year ending 31st March, 1S96. Under 
this provision 259 loans, amounting to £15,170, have been sanctioned since the Act 
came into operation, the instalments issued amounting to £13,770. 

Advances for this purpose are also made under section 31 of the Land Law Act, 1881. 
See Table of Expenditure under this section, p. 33.

Under section 31 of the above Act, under which loans to tenants are generally made, 
the number of loans sanctioned since our last report was 466, amounting to £36,320, 
the sum issued being £37,502. This makes the total of loans sanctioned under the 
section from the date of the Act to 31st March, 1896, 12,671 — amount sanctioned, 
£1,085,552, the instalments issued reaching £928,199. 
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Tile number of applications for loans lodged during the year 1895-96 was 70S, being 
a decrease of 66 from last year.

P- Fifty-two applications for loans have been received during the year, amounting to 
£12,300, and 53 loans have been sanctioned for £12,580. The total advances for loans of 
this kind up to 31st March, 1896, was £164,902 10s. 0 d. The number and amount of loans 
sanctioned continue to decline as compared with the year 1891-2, in spite of the 
existence of the powers given by the National Education (Ireland) Act, 1892, for the 
compulsory acquisition of sites. 

Loans for Building Schools and Training Colleges. No. 36 in Abstract, p. 38. 

Eighteen applications for loans have been received during the year, amounting to 
£9,715, and eleven loans, amounting to £4,448, have been sanctioned. 

IRISH CHURCH FUND LOANS. 

No loans or advances under previous loans were made from this fund during the year. 

Out of £1,269,932 advanced from the Irish Church Fund under the Relief of Distress 
Act of 1880, £599,769 has been repaid, £30,920 has been remitted, and of the balance 
outstanding, £639,244, £629,854 is not yet due, and £9,390 is in arrear. 

The rate of interest on these loans is 1 per cent., but borrowers paying land improve- 
ment and arterial drainage charges, are allowed to redeem their principal liabilities on 
the basis’ of 3 per cent, interest. The principal cancelled by such redemptions now 
amounts to £11,845, including £1,623 in the present year.

made for the River Suck Drainage Works was redeemed • by means of the issue of a 
sum of £3,102 9$, Sd. out of the Local Loans Fund.

The herring fishing has been a great success this year, 15,321 mease haying been 
captured, as against 1,315 mease captured last year. 

The beam trawlers have had a bad season, and this industry is gradually failing here 
every year. Six years ago there were 22 trawlers here, now there are only 6. 

The otter trawlers trawling within the headlands here in the spring, and the salmon 
fishers on the lower waters of the Suir, Nore, and Barrow, have also had a bad season, 
the latter attributing the failure to extensive poaching in the close season.

The papers for vesting this Abbey are in the hands of the owner. 

4. Canon’s Island, Co. Clare. 

It is expected that the Vesting Order in this case will be soon completed.

LIST No. 4. 

I. Monaster nenagh, Co. Limerick. 

This Abbey is of great extent, situated about two miles from Croom, Co. Limerick. 
It was founded by O’Brien in 1148 for the Cistercian Order, and furnished with Monks 
from Mellifont. 

The style of architecture is Norman throughout, most of the architectural features, 
such as the chancel arches, have fallen, and but little could be done further than to pre- 
serve the ruin such as it stood from future decay. No steps were taken of a character 
which would indicate restoration, maintenance of the walls being all that was 
aimed at. 

2. Round Tower of Oughterard, Co. Kildare. 

This Ruin has been satisfactorily repaired. 


3. Dunbeg Fort, Co. Kerry. 

A fence has been constructed to prevent the inroads of cattle from surrounding 
farms. 

4. Devenish Island, Co. Fermanagh. 

The Tower of the Abbey here was struck by lightning early in the year. Owing to 
the season of the year it was considered prudent to sustain the Tower by temporary 
shoring, and defer more permanent repairs for longer days and finer weather. The 
time has now come to secure the ruin in a more permanent way, as also to place 
a conductor on the Round Tower and point the same. The Round Tower was also 
struck by lightning subsequent to the injury to the Abbey. 


5. Dunbrody Abbey, Co. Wexford. 

This Abbey was founded by the Cistercian Order in 1178. 

The description of the Abbey in Archdale represents the buildings as they existed in 
his time ; since then, about sixty years ago, the whole side of the nave has fallen, as 
well as the greater portion of the western end ; but what remains of the Abbey, the 
northern arcade, the tower arches, side chapels, as well as the refectory and conventual 
buildings, are in fair preservation. 

No Ecclesiastical Ruin in Ireland, with the exception of Cashel, can compare with 
Dunbrody in extent or in beautiful detail— a remarkable feature observed at Dun- 
brody is that the voussoirs of the round arches under the tower are of black and white 
stone, an arrangement nut English or French, giving the idea of Italian influence, 
reminding one of similar distribution of material at hit. Anastasia, "V erona, and other 
Italian churches. . 

The six altar chapels are vaulted in quadrupartite groining, the ribs being of Caen 
stone. The corbels at the end of the ribs are of the same design as some of those at 
Kilkenny. . 

The north wall of nave, now standing, evidently gave some sign of weakness ; buttresses 
were built crossing the aisle with openings through them ; probably the extra supports 
were omitted on the south side, which may account for its falling, which took place about 
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forty years ago. Buttresses were also built to support the tower and resist the great 
thrust of the arches going east and west. A careful examination of these supports 
would go to indicate that they were built in the sixteenth century. Altogether, from 
its great extent and splendid situation, this Abbey is most interesting. All the detail 
is pure. 

The clere-storey windows, with corresponding openings in the interior, not a Triforium, 
are most carefully designed and beautiful in effect. 

6. Slane, Co. Meath. 

Careful reports have been furnished to the Board with regard to this Abbey. The 
works have been undertaken, and are now nearly completed. 

7. Thomastovm, St. Mary's Dominican Abbey, Co. Kilkenny. 

The Ruins consist of the Nave Arches of what was a fine Church of the thirteenth 
century. Eastern Chancel Arch and Western end. The graveyard has many interesting 
Monuments and Crosses. 

8. j Ennis Abbey , Co. Clare. 

The works here have been of a supplemental character, the main restoration having 
been completed in the previous year. 

9. Clare Island, Co. Mayo. 

Work was completed here several years ago, but the Abbey required further re- 
pointing. 

10. Kilcrea Abbey, Co. Cork. 

Much difficulty has arisen in carrying out any work at this Abbey, owing to the 
overcrowding of the Graveyard which is in a most disgraceful condition. Grills of 
iron have been put in the window opes. Further works must be held over for the 
present. 

11. Mellifont Abbey, Co. Louth. 

Railings have been placed in St. Bernard’s Chapel, to prevent visitors walking on 
the ancient tiled pavement, the pattern on which was being worn away. Further 
minor works have been completed. 

12. New Grange , Co. Louth. 

Owing to the pressure of surrounding earth, the upright stones lining the passage 
to the interior chamber showed signs of collapsing, and to prevent this, blocks of oak 
were inserted at intervals to keep the stones apart, and the operation was attended with 
danger, and was most critical. The danger is now passed, and the work satisfactorily 
carried out. 

13. Monasterboice, Co Louth. 

The protection of the Crosses here has formed the subject of much consideration : 
it is difficult to deal with, and must take considerable time before final steps are 
taken. At Monasterboice, railings of a simple character have been erected. 

14. Kilkeeran Stone Cross, Co. Kilkenny. 

Similar railings to those at Monasterboice are being erected here. - 

15. Kilclispeen Stone Cross, Co. Tipperary. 

Similar railings to those at Monasterboice are being erected here. 

16. St. Dominick's Abbey, Cashel, Co. Tipperary. 

This Abbey was dedicated to St. Dominick, in the year 1243, by David M ‘Kelly. 
The western end was originally of early pointed window opes, which were partially 
filled up in the sixteenth century, a traceried window having been also inserted : 
evidences of alteration are conspicuous throughout the building. The condition of the 
Church prior to the works undertaken was wretched in the extreme : the whole has 
now been made secure, and the interior cleared of debris. The general aspect is most 
satisfactory. 

This closes the list of Buildings which have been under repair, all others on the 
general list are in a satisfactory condition.
